EFFECT IN IRELAND 

The general public was not aware 
of the execution of the ring leaders 
until late last evening and it was 
not possible to observe the effect of 
their punishment on the citizens of 
Dublin, who, however, for the vastly 
greater part, were not in sympathy 
with the rebellion. 

Further captures of isolated snip- 
ers occurred to-day in the outlying 
quarters of the capital, and orders 
were issued by Maj. Gen. Sir John 
Maxwell that any rebels found with 
arms should be severely dealt with. 
Very few shots have been heard in 
the city since Tuesday evening at 9 
o'clock, when a government boat 
passing down the Lilfey river was fir- 
ed upon and sharp salvos from ma- 
chine guns in the vicinity of Rath- 
mines caused people in the neighbor- 
hood-to ‘be alarmed. 

Everybody is asking what has be- 
come of John MeNeill, the local or- 
ganizer of the Sinn Feiners, who ap- 
pears to have disappeared from Dub- 
lin with the firing of first shot. An- 
other man in whose fate great inter- 
est is manifested is Theo. O'Reilly, 
It is now reported that his body was 
found among the debris of the gener- 
al post office. 

CONFIDENCE RETURNING 

Confidence is rapidly returning a- 
mong the civilian population, and al- 
though work has not been generally 
resumed, many stores have been re- 
opened, The government requistioned 
all the food supplies in stock on its 
arrival at the quays, and ample food 
was furnished to the poorer people.

Nebraska has an area of 76,840 
square miles, as compared with Mani- 
toba’s 251,832.square miles. Nebras- 
ka’s population in 1900 was 1,066,300. 
The population of Manitoba is now 
under 600,000. 

Omaha, the principal city of Nebras- 
ka, with a population to-day of about 
163,000 last year, manufactured goods 
to the value of $67,863,000, an increase 
of $8,000,000 over the previous year. 
In the last four years this city has 
gained 11.5 per cent. in the volume 
of manufactured products. The 
amount of capital invested in manu- 
facturing in Omaha is now $51,264,000. 
Wages paid to workers have increased 
20 per cent. in four years, and over 
$19,000,000 worth of raw materials 
were used by Omaha factories during 
1914, The six other cities in this 
state show what manufacturing has 
done. Lincoln has 49,000 population, 
Grand Island 13,000, Hastings 11,000, 
Beatrice 10,500 and Fremont 10,000. 
The figures given are on a very con- 
Bervative estimate by the United 
States Bureau of Census at Washing- 
ton..

DAYS OF ADVENTURE 
AT FRONT CONTINUE 


Olever Ruse and Hairbreadth Escape 
by French Broke Monotony 


H. Warner Allen, the official ob- 
server with the French armies for 
the British newspapers sent the fol- 
lowing account of the situation along 
the Aisne River: The struggle for 
every point of vantage between the 
two lines is a continuous and des- 
perate one. Every littlé mound and 
every bit of cover in the debatable 
ground between the trenches is fought 
for again and again; is won, lost and 
won again. In this give and take 
fighting the ‘-itiative and dash of 
the French soldier are invaluable, and 
so little are they cast down if the 
enemy succeeds for a moment in oc- 
cupying one of these disputed posi- 
tions that they set out to recapture 
it the next day. On the banks of 
the Aisne, just half-way between the 
French and the German positions, 
there is a small mound or hillock that 
overlooks the German lines. One 
night fifteen men and .. non-commis- 
sioned officer crept out of their 
trench, crawled through the barbed 
wire entanglements, crossed the river, 
and quietly installed themselves on 
the crest of this mound. In absolute 
silence they se‘ to work to dig them- 
selves in, and constructed’ two 
trenches and a fairly strong dug-out. 
They spent forty-eight hours in their 
dangerous position unobserved, and 
they admitted later that they were 
the longest hours in their lives. 


Trapped ! 


At last they were discovered, and 
big projectiles from a German eight- 
inck battery began to burst on their 
make-shift emrenchments. After the 
bombardment the French _ soldiers 
came out and peeped over the edge 
of their shattered trench—only to 
find a new menace. The Germans, 
considering that the French position 
had by this time been cleared, had 
sent forward forty men. This detach- 
ment had already reached the first 
trench which th: French had dug, and 
was hard at work repairing the dam- 
age caused by their own shells in 
order to use it for themselves. When 
they had finished their work they ad- 
vanced towards the second trench. 
The French hastily scuttled back to 
their dug-out, and remained there in 
perfect silence. The enemy’s men 
actually entere | the trench and recon: 
noitred, but concluded that none of 
the Frenchmen were left in the posi- 
tion, and returned to the first trench. 


Boches Outwitted 


The position of the French soldiers, 
cooped up in their dug-out was any- 
thing but pleasant, and they decided 
to send back word to the French 
troops behind them, and a corporal 
volunteered to carry the message, and 
somehow or other he made his way 
out of the trench, crawled along the 
river bank, and slipped into the river 
itself. There, with the water up to 
his waist, and not thirty feet below 
the German position, he passed across 
to the French lines, and delivered his 
message to the officer commanding. 
The officer, after consideration, de- 
cided that the men must try to get 
back to the French lines. The cor: 
poral went back across with his mes- 
sage. One wy one, at intervals of two 
minutes, the sixteen Frenchmen crept 
past the Germen position, and slipped 
into the river. The enemy did not 
discover them until just as the last 
man was reaching the French lines, 
and then opened a heavy fire. The 
whole party regained the French 
trenches without losing a me”

Synopsis of Canadian North- 
west Land Regulations. 


The sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, S'agk- 
atchewan or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in person at the Dom 
inion Lands Agency or Sub-Agency 
for the District. Entry by proxy 
may be made at any Dominion Lands 
Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of thsee years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
on certain conditions. A habitable 
house is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homosteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-sectiion along-side his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months rosidonce im 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent; also 50 acres extra 
cultivation. Pre-emption patent may, 
be obtained as soon as homestead 
patent, on certain conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a pur- 
chased homestead in certain districts 
Price $3.00 per acre. Dutics—Must 
reside six months in each of three 
years, cultivate 50 aores and erect a 
house worth $300. 

The area of oultivation is aubject 
to reduction in case of rough, scrub- 
by or stony land. Live stoek may 
be substituted for oultivation under 
certain conditions.

Second Reading of Military 
Service Bill 


London, May 4.—The house of com- 
mons to-night passed the second read 
ing of the military service bill for 
immediate general military compul- 
sion. A motion by Richard )). Holt, 
Radical, to reject the bill was pre- 
viously defeated, 328 to 36. 

The debate on the _ bill developed 
no important new points. David 
Lloyd George, the minister of muni- 
tions, presented strong arguments in 
its favor, and declared that he would 
rather be driven out of the Libera) 
party, and even out of political life, 
than to have upon his conscience the 
responsibility of refusing the military 
demands -for men which might con- 
stitute the difference between defeat 
and victory. 

Sir John Simon, the former home 
secretary, in opposing the bill, reit- 
erated that it was not alone a ques- 
tion for the military to decide. There 
was no evidence, he said, that the 
bill would really add to Great Brit- 
ain’s national foree and strength. It 
would create a maximum amount of 
hardship, with minimum results. 

Nobody who had heard Mr. Lloyd 
George to-day, he commented, would 
suppose that he was the same man, 
who, a year ago, emphasized tho 
part England must play in the econ- 
omics of the war. 

Arthur Henderson, president of the 
board of education and leader of the 
Laborites, in winding up the debate 
for the government, said that in the 
secret session the government had 
convinced a majority of the house 
that the military situation required 
more men, and the government had 
decided that 200,000 was the numbe1 
that could be spared from industry. 
The/ government had not allowed tho 
general staff to override its views, 
and he was personally convinced that 
the alternative to conscription was 
defeat..

Then followed -vholesale  persecu- 
tions and imprisonments, the details 
of which will not be made known un- 
til long after the war as beec me his- 
tory. Slowly but surcly the British 
hand of justice reached out and wip- 
ed the blight of espionsge from the 
British Isles. 

Largely responsible for the stirring 
of feeling against the German sus- 
pects in the Old Country was ihe 
pectacular play ‘‘The Maen Who 
Stayed at Home.” When ticst pie 
sented in London the spoetaturs were 
struck dumb. They wouldn't believe 
that such things as were portrayed 
through the play could be enacted in 
real life. 

An awakening came. The daily 
papers commenced to publish stories 
seemingly even more weird and im- 
probable than that of ‘The Man Who 
Stayed at Home.’’ Never in tho 
theatrical history of England has so 
much interest been aroused through 
one play.

WAVE OF IMMIGRATION 
LIKELY TO BOOM AGAIN 


Branch Manager of the C.P.R. Says 
Many Will Come From Over the 
Border and Europe After War 


_— 


* Writing in a Canadian newspaper, 
Mr. Grant Hall, general manager of 
the western lines, C.P.R., says that 
there are already evidences of the re- 
vival of American immigration to this 
country. 

“So many ex-Americans,” he con- 
tinues, “now farming in this country, 
have been blessed with exceptional 
crops in 1916 that their old neighbors 
In the south are being influenced to 
look in this direction. The immigra- 
tion authorities advise me that the 
effect is already apparent in tho num- 
ber of enquiries being received, and 
the actual number of settlers in tran- 
ait. Fictions circulated by interested 
parties in St. Paul to the effect that 
Americans coming in would be Hable 
to conscription had some effect for a 
time, but the farmers in the south are 
intelligent enough to discount these 
fables.” 


After the War 


Mr. Hall goes on to predict that 
after the war there will be a wave 
of European immigration into Canada. 
He says: “I think Oanada is in an 
excelient position to provide for such 
immigration as long as we have such 
@ vast amount of land held by the 
Governments and by public service 
corporations, who are equally con- 
cerned with the Governments in hav- 
ing the country settled up. As long 
as these conditions prevail we will 
have comparatively cheao land to of- 
fer. The transportation facilities of 
the country are in most respects ade- 
quate for three times the present po- 
pulation. While we cannot expect 
these new settlers to cut all the scnti- 
mental ties which bind them to the 
countries of their birth, we can at 
least insist that they shall become 
first and last loyal subjects of Canada 
and to the British Empire.”

No building is really fireproof, al- 
though many are “fire-registing.” 

To protect wood against fire, sili- 
cate of soda is the most effective 
remedy. 

The use of the burning lens to 
generate fire was known to the an- 
cient Greeks. 

The best fuel for a fire engine is 
dry shavings, dry firewood aud steam 
coal. 

There are traces of an organization 
for the extinction of fire as far back 
as 2,000 years before Christ. 

The first fire engine in which steam 
was used to drive the pumps was that 
of Braithwaite in 1829. 

There is no doubt that the original 
method of finding fire was by the fric- 
tion of two pieces of woo. 

Between 1865 and 1895, London 
more than quadrupled the number and 
apparatus of her fire brigade. 

No Greek or Roman army crossed 
a frontier without carrying an altar 
on which a sacred fire always burned. 

In the great fire of London in 1666, 
the damage amounted to ten and 
three-quarter million pounds and in- 
volved 436 acres. 

The origin of fire varies, according 
to old time fables. The Greeks held 
that Prometheus brought to earth the 
torch he had lighted at the sun, and 
hence there was fire. 


Radium as Cancer Cure 


Of 746 cases of cancer treated in 
the Radium Institute of London last 
year there were 69 apparent cures, 
while 328 were reported improved. 
Many of the cases came to the atten- 
tion of the institute in too advanced 
& stage to be remedied. 

The comparatively new curative 
known as radium is especially useful 
in dealing with superficial cancers of 
the skin and with cases that are not 
easily operable. Conveniently hand- 
led, it gets at growths which cannot 
be reached by means of the X-rays. 
Because the patient can take radium 
in the mouth, cancer of the mouth, 
or palate, for instance, can be readily 
dealt with by radium. 

Those birthmarks commonly known 
as “port wine stains” seem to be ef- 
fectively treated with radium. A por- 
ter suffering from this disfigurement 
had repeatedly been refused employ- 
ment. He went to the institute and 
ev'2r a time the mark was entirely 
radicated. 


Tombstones For Monkeys 


Tucked away in one corner of 
Montevideo, Uruguay, is a small, care- 
fully kept cemetery for receiving the 
deceased pets of wealthy families, 
who often pay somewhet lavish fees 
for s% small plot of ground. While 
in some cases the graves are supplied 
merely with headstones, there are 
many of them which have substantial 
monuments. It is not infrequently 
the case that t!.ese plots are locked 
after almost as carefully as if they 
held the bodies of human beings. 
There are dogs. ané..monkeys, par- 
rots, cats, and various other animals, 
resting beneath tombstones, their 
names inscribed in granite or marble,

Inspector Boyce has reeeived the 
following interesting letter from 
Plight Sub-Licutenant A. M. Shook, 
as to his first long flight in France:- 

France, April 3, 1916 

Dear Mr. Boyce,—I have received 
another packet of papers from you. 
Many thanks. It is fine to get news 
from home. You have kept me so 
well supplicd with papers I feel very 
much indebted to you. 

I have just returned from my long- 
est and hardest flight. So Ll will just 
tell you about it. There is no mili-: 
tary importanc? attached to it Lut 
it may prove interesting to you. Six 
ether pilots and myself were sent tu 
Paris to bring back new machines. 
Four have returned safely, two crash- 
ed and one is not yet back. So you 
see it is quite an undertaking. The 
course we followed is about 2u0 mile: 
und it took me three hours and fif- 
teen minutes. 

lt took us nearly all day to go 
there by train, and we spent two 
pleasant days in Varist L enjoyeu 
every minute of my stay there. i 
think you said you were there when 
you were in Kuroe. You can jus 
fancy our motor ride. We wentidown 
“Rue de Paix,’ ‘Rue de Loulognei 
hrough the Arch ae 1..umphe,’’ 
through tne ‘‘Buis de Boulogne,” (a 
woods in the very heart of Paris, 
full of lakes, streams, fountains, 
cascades, beautiful drives, and mag- 
niticent trees which were Just comin, 
in aval). Lt was wonderful. We passea 
“Long Champ’’ the world tamous 
racecourse, we went through Ver- 
sailles, and saw the ‘‘Palace de 
Louis Philippe.’’ We saw the artilic- 
ial lake which was built in a single 
night to please Luuis XIV. We saw 
the wonderful aqueduct which feeds 
the fountains at the Palace. We then 
went to the aerodome and tested our 
engines, swung the compasses, fixed 
the maps and made a trial flight. 
Then back to Paris, and visited place 
after place. It was certainly a treat. 
It was a service car, and the driver 
was a French soldier who knew J’@ris 
very well. 

Next morning we went to the acro- 
drome and prepared to start for 
home. I was third to leave, but 1 
had just nicely got up 2U0U feet when 
my engine failed. Just fancy, engine 
failure over Paris. There is always, 
in the morning, a heavy mist ove! 
Paris, and 1 was unable to see the 
aerodrome. But L got back. How ! 1 
do not know. Any way IL landed in 
the aerodrome and had my engine at- 
tended to and set off again at Jl.4o 
a.m. 1 got up about 4,000 feet and 
headed in the proper course set off 
for Flanders. 1 couldn't see the 
ground but 1 knew 1 was over Paris. 
jn a few minutes the mist cleared 
and 1 could sce the winding Seine. 1 


three hours 1 flew over France. Just 
fancy, flying over a pertecuiy serange 
country, passing village after village 
town alter town, an occasional city, 
lakes, rivers, forests, in a course 
parallel with the French and British 
lines. ldid not know the country at 
all‘but was able to locate various 
places on the map and so_ keep on 
my course and make allowance — for 
the side wind. It is a queer sensa- 
tion. Five thousand feet high, watch- 
ing eagerly for any land mark which 
you could use in locating a town or 


place on the map, wondering if the |’ 


engine will last out the trip, wateh- 
ing for any change in direction of 
wind, keeping an ecye on the com- 
pass. You work the controls auto- 
matically and you seem to have 
oceans of time for everything. Franco 
is a beautiful country. 1 wouldn't 
have missed that trip for anything, 
and I shall never forget it. It was 
wonderful to me. 

Iget home at 3 p.m. only to dis- 
cover that I must take the machine 
to another aerodrome. But [got over 
there in a twenty minute flight, and 
handed over the machine to the pro- 
per authorities. I felt a little proud 


of having made a non-stop flight 
from Paris. But it is not an extra- 
ordinary performance, and on our 


fast machines it can be done in two 
hours with a favorable wind.
